Of the vast numbers who visit tho menugerie 
at Harmston's Cirous-nightly, probably there: 
pre but few who would credit that‘ths tiger 
which peacefully reclines its longth in the iron- 
bound cage before them hasan history us in- 
teresting ond as instructive as any yet ponned. 
regarding that fierca creature of the forest. 
‘The Bengal tiger ia a species of that classy of 
quadruped , which. iif confinement exhibits the 
“wildest symptoms of mualignity, und often 
under the soothing infinencea of the tamer's 
baton. will torn and destray all within its 
-resoh. Duke, Harmaton‘s tiger, has shown 
no such destructive tendencies, and in this, 
as well ‘as in many other characteristics, 
certainly stands out foremost among the captive 
creatures of its time. It was therefore with a 
desire to learn mors abont this interesting ani- 
mal that our representative sought ont Mr. Love 
yesterday.at Connaught Hour. ‘There this en- 
terprising public entertainer was found ready to 
furnish any information we required on the 
subject, and legging our _reprenentative. be 
sented, he began: - ~ i 
“Well! Let mosay at once that the last time 
I was interviewed by a pressman on tho subject 
of uke, « newspaper war followed, which noar- 
ly terminated in a Isw-auit anda breach of the 
peace. I made certain statements about the 
tigor which they snid were untrue and they had 
toest their words.” ~ 
_ ** Let,ne hope. that no such disagresable con- 
radeingix ‘will follow this interview,” our repre- 
tative remetked. : wo 
16 isnt ready at all coats to stand by what I 
assy concerning. that tiger, and at once I will 
tell you that I will chullenge any man, here or 
elsewhere, to disprove what I ray. There is in 
that cago as remarkable a beast as can be seen on 
this oarth. Of course I don't know what is 
.yot in the forest, but for untamed animals of 
that kind he is: the largest and the best in 
captivity at the present moment, uke was 
| brought -ap by the famons Uhariai, the circus 
.proprietor, who many years ago travelled 
throughout the Eastand Fac East.  Charini 
was-viciting Japan in the beginning of the year 
1888, and. gust. before his departure he gave 
two performances for the Mikado and the Hoval 
family“ of Jepan. In his monsgerie Charini 
possessed two Bongal tigers named Kitty: and. 
Prince, and about thet time Duke and anothor 


-| formed a litter during the stay of the show in 


the Mikado’s Kingdom. They were the noblest 
specimens of Bengal tigers then before the 
public in,thess parts of the globa. £1,200 was 
sthe priea patter tho animals by Charini on 


Frames, who was then their trainer, brought 
theses teo little cubs, and put them into 
the lap of tho Empress. she stroked it, 
and the cub licked her hand, and after a» 
short time sho expressed’ her desire to hare 
one of thé cubs given her as a present, and 
this wasdone. Duke's brother was given awsy. 
to Her Majesty, and is now at Wyeno Park. 
ikado presented the trainer ia return 
with two monster Hakodate bears.” 
“Bat tae tiger now at Wyeno Park is not half 
the size of Duke.” : 

_“No, although they are brothers. You ses, 
there are many reasons why Duke has been 
reared up such a fine creatury. He was nevor 
kept in captivity until within = few year:
